Retirement bill. It does not seem to be 
either necessary or useful to inquire L 
the opponents of the bill in the Senate 
have other reasons, personal or political 
for voting against the measure, provided 
the reasons they give are sufficient. The 
sole valid objection to the measure is thai 
it sets a bad precedent, or, not to engage 
in a profitless controversary over the facts 
of history, that it is to follow bad prece- 
dents already set. 
If there are any per- 


sons who deny, even mentally, the im- 
mense services Gen. Grant has rendered 
to the country, their opinion may be safe- 
ly disregarded, since it is overborne by the 
almost unanimous judgment of his own 
countrymen and of the world. Both at 
home and abroad he has been honored as 
no other citizens of the United States 
was ever honored, and that in no grudg- 
ing or half-hearted spirit. His position 
in history is assured, and his hold upon 
the hearts of the people is as as strong 
as is his title to their gratitude. 


So much being frankly and cordially 


conceded, with the addition that if any 
man can ever be entitled to the proposed 
honor he is now entitled to it, is it best 
to keep on attempting the 
impossible 


task of fuUy discharging the debt which 
the country owes to Gen. Grant ?

two elections to the highest office under 
ibe Government, that the emoluments of 
the office of a General on the retired list 
are not necessary to his ease and com- 
fort, and that his position is such that 
the rank would add nothing to th6 respect 
and consideration in which he is held, 
there is at least an excuse for hesitation 
before adopting u policy which may prove 
inconvenient in the future, even if one is 
led, after such hesitation, to conclude 
that the bill ought to be passed in spite 
of the objections to it. 


The tendency to establish a pension 


roll has grown stronger of late years. 
We do not now refer to the ordinary pen- 
sions to soldiers who have lost health or 
limb on the battle field, but to the sys- 
tem of retiring pensions. 
It was not un- 


til 1869 that Judges resigning after ten 
years of service were granted pensions. 
Now an exception, which may be trouble- 
some hereafter, is made in tiie case of 
Judge Hunt. 
There are those who favor 


a system of pensions for superannuated 
civil servants. It may be well to intro- 
duce such a system ; we do not discuss 
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that, the fact is only cited to show the 
drift of events. 
In othcrcountries which 


have a longer experience than ours the 
pension evil is a great one, and is some- 
tiling which practical statesmen are en- 
deavoring to reduce. 
The bill which is 


now pending is, after all, only a pension 
bill, since the rank which it is proposed 
to confer upon Gen. Grant is useless to 
him, nnd is, in fact, one which he volun- 
tarily resigned to take a higher. It should 
properly be considered as a pension bill, 
and be passed or rejected as such. In 
short, as a precedent it would he per- 
nicious, and as a reward for meritorious 
service it is both inappropriate and inad- 
equate.—Boston Advertiser.

FAVOKITE PERFUMES. 


Ten years ago foreign perfumery prac- 


tically monopolized the market here, but 
lately American manufacturers of perfu- 
mery have entered into such lively com- 
petition with foreign makers that they 
not only rival them in the quality of their 
goods, and in certain specialties even 
excel them, but have popularized the use 
of perfumes by very great reduction in 
their cost. Perfumes proper, leaving out 
of the question colognes and waters, are 
divided into two classes—the bouquet and 
the plain extracts. It may surprise many 
persons and destroy some of their cherish- 
ed hallucinations to know that very few 
of the perfumes supposed to be made di- 
rectly from the flowers, the names of 
which they bear, ever had anything to do 
with those particular flowers, but are 
compounded from very different sources. 
By a process known as cnfleurage, which 
is the exposure of beef fat to fresh (lowers 
in close boxes until it is thoroughly per- 
meated and charged with their odors, the 
perfumes of six flowers are obtained, 
which could in no other manner known to 
science be preserved apart from the fresh 
petals. Those flowers are violet, jasmin, 
tuberose, rose, orange flower, and cassie 
[cinnamon flower). From those six there 
ire fifty or more combinations made for I 
the simulation of the odors of other flow- 
ers. 
Sweet pea is made with jasmin and 


orange flower ; hyacinth is counterfeited 
vith jasmin and tuberose ; lily of theval- 
ey, by violet and tuberose. 
I5ut the 


resources of the perfumer are by no means 
lonfined to the pomades, as the scented 
"ats are termed. He uses many essential 
ills, the principal of which are sandalwood, 
lergamot, lemon, rosemary, neroli (made 
rora bitter orange flowers), patchouli, and 
attar of roses, 
It is very difficult to get

WHAT THE GARFIELD PHYSICIANS 


WILL RECEIVE.—The statement published 
of the amounts allowed by the 'committee 
to audit the expenses of the sickness and 
burial of President Garfield to the attend- 
ing surgeons is pronounced incorrect by a 
member of the committee. 
The amounts 


allowed are as follows: To Dr. Bliss, 
$25,000; to Drs. Agnew and Hamilton, 
$15,000; to Drs. Reyburn and Boynton, 
$10,000; to Mrs. Dr. Edson, $5,000. 
Mr. Crump, the steward, is allowed $3,000 
and the other employes of the Executive 
Mansion two month's extra pay. 
The 


committee recommends the appointment 
of Surgeon General Barnes to the rank of 
major general and his retirement at that 
grade and the promotion of Dr. Wood- 
ward to the rank of lieutenant colonel. 
The committee has also agreed to grant 
Mrs. Garfield the remainder of her hus- 
band's salary for the current year. 


A meeting attended by three thousand 


wine merchants and keepers of wine shops 
has been held at the Cirque d'Hiver, in 
Paris, for the purpose of protesting 
against the severity of the laws on the 
subject of what in the slang of the wine 
market is called wetting—that is, dilu- 
ting. At present the French law treats 
dilution as adulteration, which is a crime 
punishable by fine, imprisonment, pla- 
carding of offender's name, and even loss 
ofjcivil rights. On the other hand, the 
wine merchant, whose meeting is part of 
an agitation that has extended over some 
years, desire that it should be treated as 
a mere breach of contract, rendering 
sales, when it isdiscovered, null and void.

There is the 
stephanotis, by way of illustration, intro- 
duced here by a famous London house, 
which made both fame and fortune by 
that perfume. 
It was delightful, but it 


had not the slightest resemblance to the 
odor of the flower, which is charming. 
But an American manufacturer contracted 
for a daily supply of fresh stephanotis 
flowers, which are rare in this country, to 
be sent to him in New York from South 
Framingham, Mass., and, with nature 
thus before him for comparison, he devoted 
a whole season to experiment in the com- 
pounding of this perfume, attaining suc- 
cess. 


Of the old-time 


bouquet extracts, 


perfumes, avowedly 
which hold popular 


favor, may be mentioned Frangipanni (an 
ancient Italian compound), Mille Fleurs, 
Wost End. Jockey Club, Kswnco of Bou- 
quet, Bridal Bouquet, Spring Flowers, 
and Upper Ten. The new ones of deserved 
popularity appear to be, from the repre- 
sentations of their sales by retail venders, 
Marechal Neil, Edenia, Fascination, and 
Tally-Ho. 
Violet always very popular, 


is by no means, as might readily be sup- 
posed, a plain perfume, drawn" from its 
own flowers, but a compound of odors or 
boquet extract. Were it made from the 
pomade, as jasmin is, it would not last at 
all, it is so delicate. 
That mention, by 


the way, suggests what is really the great 
test of the perfumer's art—the preserva- 
tion of the delicacy of natural odors and 
at the same time making them lasting. 
To effect this, another class of materials 
known as fixateurs enter into the perfum- 
er's laboratory. 
Gum benzoin, storax, 


civet, balsam of tolu, and ambergris are 
included under this head. Common, cheap 
perfumes do not contain ambergris—it is 
too expensive, costing from $28 to $32 
per ounce, and year by year it is more 
scarce. Therefore it is reserved for the 
finest perfumes. 
Musk, which when gen- 


uine is nearly as costly as ambergris, also 
possesses in a very great degree the same 
powers of fixing and developing odors, 
but it also bears with its own peculiar and 
powerful scent, and can consequently be 
used in only the heavier bouquet extracts, 
such as Jockey Club and Es>s. Bouquet. 
Whenever a perfume stains a white hand- 
cerchief it is unquestionable evidence 
that the maker of it used as a fixateur 
some of the cheap gums. 


Most of ths colognes made in this coun- 


;ry, and all the cheap ones, are compounded 
with patchouli and sandalwood oil. Sachet 
>owders are growing in popularity, not 
inly for keeping in bureau drawers and 
irunks, to perfume the clothes therein, 
)ut for wear. 
Ladies have them enclosed 


n little bags and wear them like amulets, 
nstead of using the liquid perfumes. For 
hem, 
the base is generally composed of 


ground orrisand violet roots. Blighted or- 
ange flower buds are gathered and ground 
up for these powders, and a little of the 
finely ground pods, which have enclosed 
nusk, is often added.

The case of Dr. William H. Bow-en, 


who has just been acquitted in Providence 
on a charge of incendiarism, is a remark- 
able one. The trial lasted three weeks, 
and excited so much local interest that 
the newspapers of Providence gave it 
three to five columns of space n day. ' The 
facts, however, were simple. 
Dr. Boweif s 


residence was burned •one night, and his 
family barely escaped with their lives. 
The flames came up from the cellar, and 
had been kindled in a heap of shingles, 
upon which kerosene oil had been poured. 
Half an hour after the house was in ashes 
a fire was discovered in the barn, but it 
was quickly extinguished. 
Among the 


hay was found an incendiary machine, con- 
sisting of an alcohol lamp in a barrel of 
combustibles, so connected with clock- 
work as to set the hay burning at a cer- 
tain time. It was at first believed by the 
neighbors that tho incendiaries were rum- 
sellers whom the Doctor had offended by 
prosecutions. 
He had previously lost 


cattle by poisoning. But the materials of 
the "infernal machine" proved to have 
been obtained on the Bowen premises, 
and the authorities, aided ! y interested 
insurance companies, piocurcd an indict- 
ment. 
The theory of the prosecution 


was that Kownn constructed twomnrhmes 
put one in the house and the other in the 
barn, and then went to Albany, leaving 
his wife to set them going. 
His object 


was to get an excessive amount of insur- 
ance money. All this was made to ap- 
pear reasonable, if not convincing; but 
the defence proved that the property was 
not over insured, that the family were 
really imperilled by the fire, and that the 
prisoner had been threatened and dam- 
aged repeatedly by secret enemies. 
The 


jury agreed upon a verdict of acquittal 
after only ten minutes' consultation. The 
cost of his defence is said to have ruined 
Bowen financially.

On Monday lust, the Hall of flic House 


of llcprcscntatires was filled by an as- 
semblage of the most distinguished mer 
of the nation. They gathered there to 
hear the Memoi ial Oration on President 
Garfield, delivered by his intimate friend 
and Secretary of State, James G. Elaine. 
It was eminently fitting that he should 
be chosen to deliver the eulogy, and no 
other man could have done it with more 
feeling or better discretion. We have 
not the space to publish in the GAZI:TTE, 
the oration in full, and we can only call 
attention to some of its important points. 


The first of these is his characterization 


of Mr. Garfield as not a great party 
leader, like Clay, Benton, and Stevens, 
the only three great parly leaders we have 
had—men who believed the party right 
and were bound to support it, right or 
wrong. 
Mr. Garfield he describes as 


something higher than that—a man of ju- 
dicial and higl i moral qualities, whose 
business was less to make his party suc- 
cessful t'li.tn woi thy of success. 


When Mr. ]!laine conies to speak oi 


Garlield's administration he refers to his 
attachment to Civil Service Reform in 
fitting words : 


"The duties tiiat engross so large a por- 


tion of the President's timeweredistaste- 
ful to him and were unfavorably contrast- 
ed with his legislative work. 'I have 
been dealing all these years with ideas, 
he impatiently exclaimed, one day, 'and 
here I am dealing only with persons. 
I 


have been heretofore treating tho funda- 
mental principles of government, and 
here 1 am considering all day whether A 
01 n slum ue appointed to "this or mat 
ollice.' 
He w;is earnestly seeking some 


practical way of correcting the evils aris- 
ing from the distribution of overgrown 
and unwieldy patronage—evils always 
appreciated and often discussed by him, 
but whose magnitude had been more 
deeply impressed upon his mind since his 
accession to the presidency. Had he lived, 
a comprehensive improvement in the 
mode of appointment and in the tenure 
of office would have been proposed by 
him, 
and, with the aid of Congress, no 


doubt perfected 


Very delicately Mr. Elaine suggests 


the continental schemes for continental 
confederation or treaty. Mr. Garfield, 
he says, "believed that our continental 
relations, extensive and undeveloped as 
they arc, involved responsibility, and 
could be cultivated into profitable friend- 
ship or be abandoned to harmful indiffer- 
ence or lasting enmity." 


But the most delicate topic which Mr. 


Blaine had to Approach was that of the 
political struggle which gave the Presi- 
dent so much trouble in the weeks before 
his murder and which ended in the resig- 
nation of the two New York senators. 
Very distinctly are we told that the Pres- 
ident acted in this struggle with the 
strongest conviction of duty, and yet any 
words liable to rekindle animosity are 
skillfully avoided. 


"Tile motives- of those opposing him 


are not to be here adversely interpreted 
nor their course harshly characterized. 
But of the dead President this is to be 
said, and said because his own speech is 
forever silenced and he can be no more 
heard except through the fidelity and the 
love of surviving friends : From the be- 
ginning to the end of the controversy he 
so much deplored, the President was never 
for one moment actuated by any motive 
of gain to himself or of loss to others. 
Least of all men did he harbor revenge, 
rarely did he even show resentment, and 
malice was not in his nature. 
He was 


congenially employed only in the exchange 
of good offices and the doing of kindly 
deeds.
